utes o[ tbo state. 


'•That bu:!i bodies, claiming to be the 


original First Congregational church, are 
do facto Cougre£tttion;il churches; and 
the council recommends tbat until tbe 
aforesaid Judicial decision is glvun, both 
churches be recognized under the names 
vhlch they respectively claim." 


Tlie status ot both churches is, there- 


ore, coequal and will so remain until tbu 
courts decide.

fused to Wait—Struck Simul- 
taneously on All iLines—Trouble 
Feared as a Result—Shoppers 
Obliged to Walk. 


By Associated Frees to the Sun. 


Boston. Dec. 21.—All Boston la 
afoot 


today as the result of the biggest street 
railroad tie-np in tha history of Kew Eng- 
land. 


Thousands In the suburban districts 


were obliged to walk in all tha bitter cold 
to their ivork in this city this morning, 
ome ot vheni going nearly 10 miles. 
Although the supreme council ot tbe 


street railway employes' union had post- 
poned the time ol hiiving a general tie-up 
until Doc. 30, ihe btreat railroad this 
morning is handicapped as io never was 
before. 
Hundreds ot the employes dissatisfied 


with tlio procrastination ot the supreme 
cocncll anJ believing tbat the time 10 act 
wan the present, decided to take matters 
In their own hand*, regardless of the 
wishes~o! the council, and as a result, 
by this afternoon, there will not be a car 
running in the city or suburbs. 


The trouble began on tha Charlestown, 


Medford, Everett and Maiden linos where 
the employes refnsod to take one any cars 
as nil this morning.

Meetings of the different divisions of 


rootormtin and conductors were held be- 
tween midnight and 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing and tlie feeling was unanimously in 
favor ot striking immediately, tbe fact 
that travel ia heavier now than at any 
other ti ine of year, Is probably being 
bornii in mind by tbe employes. 


There were exciting1 scenes ac the meet- 


ings whan the executive council, after a 
conference with the railroad officials, an- 
nounced that they bad decided, to post- 
pone action.until Dec- 30. 


Tha indignant eiuployes refused to ac- 


cept HUCQ a report; and decided to quit 
work at once whether the council en- 
dorsed thorn or not. 


The first action, was taken in Charles- 


town and Everett. At the latter place 
200 mctormen and conductors quit work 
Lefura daylight. 


In Maiden, too, the men on early cars 


refused to bring them out. 


At Newton some ot the men refused to 


start to work at 4.30, while some of tbe 
cars on tbe Nawtou and Boston line .ran 
durincr the early "trips. 
There wero 110 


cars on tbe Maiden and Medford lines. 


At 10 o'clock the city streets had a 


strange nppaarance. Every street corner 
was crowded with, wondering people,their 
arms filled with Christmas parcels and 
waiting for cars which came not. At tlmt 
hour no cars were rnuning but those .on 
"Washington street and tbo South Boston 
line. 


Tremont street looked deserted and the 


suburbanites wbo knew not the cause of 
the absence of tbe cars believed that the 
subway must have been formally opened. 
A Suolloy Square, Adams Square, "Wash- 
ington and Temple Place, the Granary 
Burying Ground and other points where 
thousands daily take the cars, there were 
employes informing passengers that a tie- 
up was on. 


Tbe employes of tbe South Boston Hoe 


held a meeting tbis morning and decided 
tc tie-up at noon. 


As faat as the men came In with their 


cars ;hey left them ac the station and went 
out. 


President Young of the union notified 


all employes that tha strike will be for- 
mally on'at noon and at" that time no cars \ 
were expected to be running. - 


Supt. Sargent of the railroad notified 
\ 


the j-olice at 7 o'clock that there is a . 
strike antl all tbe reserve force of tbe cicy 
were ordered on tlury. 


At the Charlestown and Rozbnry ,Cros- 


sinc stables, largo crowds ara gathered 
and extra police have been placed at these 
j)oinia. 


Ic IB not expected that there will be a 


repetition oC the riotous proceedings which 
characterized the old South Boston street 
railroad strike before the consolidation, 
but at all events the railroad will be terrl-* 
bly crippled for some lime to come.

inbsequent rupurt, and tbe embodiment of

amendments 10 the cicy charter whiuu 


ere submitted to the Legislature /or con- 


sideration.

Chairman Foore ami prominent republi- 
cans opposed the amendments because 
they afforded too mncb. power to tbe 
mayor.

tbe charter and asked tba legislature to 
approve their work.

Their amended charter is the one which 


will ba opunitivii on and after tbe nrsc 
Monday in next January. 


It wns draughted from tbe original hill, 


ami importune changes made. These ra- 
•mblicans did hot .believe the mayor 
ho til (1 be permitted to appoint clcy offi- 
cials, and so from the original bill they 
eliminated ihii last p:\rt; of section one, 
which designated that the mayor should 
appoln; city officials, and. left standing 
;uo flrat part which reads : 
"All executive powers which are now by 
aw vested in the clLycouncll of the city 
of Lowell, or either branch thereof, shall 
hereafter be vested In and exorcised by 
tbe mayor of said city, except aa herein- 
after otherwise provided.-" 


In the very next section - they granted, 


the mayor the power to remove any offi- 
cial for cause, other than on partisan 


rounds, providing 1*is action is sustained 


by the common council. 


To the council by a two-thirds' vote 


imhout any cause whatever, ia granted 
the right to discharge any official. 
And' 


right here Is a strong point in the char- 
ter. By its provisions the council is urn- 
po wared to discharge any official the 
mayor may place in 
office, without; as- 


signing any cause /or their action. 


Durlng.tho past week prominent demo- 


cr&ts buve sought an interpretation of the 
amendment from Boston attorneys. 


NauhanMatthows, Jr;- who is regarded 


a special authority on city charter laws, 
and ia frequently consulted when char- 
ters are draughted, sajs that unquestion- 
ably the mayor has tbe appointment of 
officials vested in him. * 


Judge Corcoran gives 
as his opinion 


that it Is certainly within the province o! 
tbe mayor to'appoint city officials and 
that in his opinion tbe Supreme court wilJ 
BO decide if tbe matter ever reaches it.

In Santa Clara, and burned several 
hoiiEes In the outakirts of the town.

have beea suggested and accepted from 
time to time during the progress of the 
negotiations, but it Is now confidently 
believed tha,t the. clear copy which was 
forwarded to Lord Salisbury by 
Sir 


Julian Pauncefote about a week ago will 
at once receive the formal approval of 
the P.rltJsh. premier and be returned to 
IVasldngtoc in time to be presented to 
the senate for ratification Immediately 
on the reassembling of congress after the 
holiday recess, Jan. n. 


As already outlined, the life of the 


treaty purposely Ls made very short, 
only five years, but this Is with the ex- 
pectation, of a renewal for a longer 
period If It shall prove to work well, and 
also to afford easy opportunity for 
amendment. Its purpose Is to dispose 
peact-fuliv and honorably of auch ques- 
tions as arise between the United States 
and Great Britain, and will admit of 
adjustment by the ordinary- methods of 
diplomacy, excluding questions Involv- 
ing the national honor. 


Thi; personnel of the arbitration com-
